The doctors, fearing 
permanent brain damage, said 
they wouldn’t revive Brian if 
there were a third alert. 

The parents had-to wait a 
month and a half before cause 
for hope appeared.

‘Primary Colors’ too close 
to reality for own good 





How strange to watch ‘‘Pri- 
mary Colors,” an adaptation of 
a fictionalization of a presiden- 
tial candidacy that at times
